DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 21, 
2011 has been entered. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding Independent Claims 1, 10, 18 and 26 

The most remarkable prior arts on record are to Prange (PG PUB. 2005/0086138) 
and Wolfe et al. (PG PUB. 2003/0083913). Prange is directed to a method of billing a 
conversation carried out by a user of a mobile radio terminal using said mobile radio 
terminal and a mobile radio network. Prange, Abstract Wolfe et al., is directed to a 
method and apparatus for allowing a service provider to receive communications from a 
third party service provider while services are being performed by the third party 
service provider. Wolfe et al., pg.2, f [0011 J. 

Prange nor Wolfe et al. teach the structural limitations of the claimed invention, 
of a memory operatively connectable to the MCT for storing a set of identifiers that 
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identify the digital processing devices in the satellite communications system wherein 
each identifier in the set of identifiers is assigned a communication type. Moreover, 
none of the prior art of record remedies the deficiencies found in Prange and Wolfe et 
al. or could be combined with any other reference to produce the claimed invention.
